One of its largest industries is the 
manufacturing of snowshoes and skis 
and it boasts the largest ski and 
snowshoe factory in the new world.

Effective Fog Horn 
Toronto Professors Working On An 
Entirely New Type 

The most effective fog-horn in the 
world was perfected by John Northey 
of Toronto, and is now being used by 
many foreign countries, Prof. Louis V.
